Dr. and Mrs. A. Gordon Agnew, of 
Toronto, tabulated 3,000 daily diets, 
2.000 miles up the Yangtse river in 
China, and found the natives had fol-| 
lowed the same diet and living condi- | 
tions for over 3,000 years. Their} 
teeth had remained jperfect, despite} 
the meagre diet and the squalid living | 
conditions. These investigators attrib- 
uted the good teeth of those Chinese | 
to the fact that they subsist primarily 
on whole corn meal which is not re- 
fined or processed in any way, and 
chemical analysis showed that this un- 
denaturized food contains an adequate) 
amount of calcium and nhosphorus| 
and considerable vitamin. Of course) 
the Chinese derive much vitamin 
from eggs. But the point I wish to 
emphasize here is that a natural diet 
seems to preserve the teeth of these 
semi-civilized people who have neither 
toothbrushes nor dentists. 

Then the natives of the South At- 
lantic Tristan da Cunha, who have} 
never used toothbrushes’ or received 
any dental care, were found to have 
remarkably good teeth, in fact 131 of 
156 individuals examined, all ages 
from a few months to 92 years, were 
entirely free from dental decay. That 
is incomparably~ better than any 
civilized tooth-brushing community can 
possibly show. These simple folk live 
mainly on soft food—no hard tack, | 
no gnawing of bones. Their simple 
staple diet consists of potatoes, fish, | 
milk and eggs, meat only on high days! 
or holidays, flour, tea and groceries 
brought by visiting ships are eaten 
only while they last. Large quanti- 
ties of milk and cream are used, but 
there are frequent periods of short- 
age in thesc.

The offices will be maintained in 
Boston, New York, Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Atlanta, New Or- 
leans, Detroit, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
(Chicago, Milwaukee Minneapolis, St. 
J.ouis, Kansas City, Fort Worth, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle, In- 
dianapolis and Buffalo. 

After an employe or a union files 
a violation complaint, the regional dl- 
rector is to investigate. If he 
the complaint justified, he is to make 
a formal complaint in the name of 
the board. The trial examiner then 
is to take testimony, with the re- 
gienal director at the hearing. 

Frank E. Coffee, regional director 
in Atlanta, said last night that he 
has not yet made his recommendations 
for appointments to Washington. He 
added that the new setup will mean 
an increase in personnel at the re- 
gional office, 523 Citizens & South- 
ern building.

That speed. we have now; but 
long ago, people had to wait weeks 
or months to obtain a letter sent by 
a friend in another city. 

We cannot say just when the first 
postal service grew up; but we know 
that letters were carried from place 


‘to place in Egypt and in Babylonia 


thousands of years ago. 

In Egypt people wrote on a kind 
of paper made from reeds which grew 
in and near the Nile river. For a 
pen the writer or “scribe” used a 
reed cut sharp at one end. Ink was 
made by mixing soot with water and 
gummy juices of plants. 

The common custom in Babylonia 
was to use sheets or slabs of clay, 
instead of paper. Sharp sticks, or 
pieces of metal, were pressed into 
the soft clay to make the writing. 

An excellent postal system grew up 
in ancient Persia. Mounted men, 
sometimes riding on mules or camels, 


/took mail from place to place. There 


were stations along the routes where 
they could change mounts. or hand 
the mail to other riders. The letters 
were written on clay tablets, or were 
scratched on nieces of bronze. 

One king who helped build up the 


Persian mail service was named Cy- 


rus, He wanted to send messages 
quickly to army officers in all parts 
of his vast empire.
